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Voting Lists Open 
All Day Saturday 


Registration for voting ia the 
city council election will take 
place all day Saturday, August 15 
in front of the fire house, city clerk 
Winfield McCamy announced at 
last Monday night’s council ‘meet- 
ing. Only 100 new registrations 
were made this year, 
names have been removed from 
the list because of moving from 
the city and other causes, Miss 
MecCamy disclosed. 

Saturday is also the deadline for 
petitions for candidates for office. 
So far, only eight residents have 
consented to run for council: the 
incumbents, Mayor Frank Lastner, 
Thomas Canning, Ben Goldfaden, 
James C. Smith and James Wolfe, 
and three new candidates, Allen 
Morrison, Robert Hurst and Har- 
ty Zubkoff. _ 

Council members chose election 
officials last Monday night. Each 
council member is permitted to ap- 
point two officials. Those appoint- 
ed are (Lastner) Mrs. Anne Mar- 
tone and George Freaner, (Can- 
ning) William L. Moore and H. 
Ogden Donellon, (Goldfaden) Mrs. 
Theodore Murray and Mrs. Frank 
Galvin, (Smith) Mike Loftus and 
Mrs. H. M. Goode, (Wolfe) Dolores 
Clift and James Beck. Two ofifi- 
cials were elected unanimously: 
Mrs. Helen Zoellner as_ election 
judge, and John P. Murray as di- 
rector of count. Clerks receive 
ten dollars a day and the two offi- 
cials are paid $12.50 a day. 

All council members agreed to 
work hard getting eligible resi- 
dents to register for voting. In 
order to register, residents must 
have lived in Maryland for a year 
and in Greenbelt 'for six months. 
Any resident who voted in either 
of the last two city counci 
“Fions will be eligible for voting this 
year without re-registering.

Although 
Helen’s name was not included on 
the scroll, Braund declared, he 
thought it surely belonged there 
because of the sacrifices she made 
while Mike worked for GVHC.

Council Hops Aboard 


Low Tax Bandwagon 


.Inspired by a Cooperator article 
appearing last week, Mayor Frank 
Lastner spoke his feelings about 
the large city tax rate, at the end 
of last Monday night’s city coun- 
cil myeting. ‘#No one in Greenbelt 
is more interested than I in seeing 
that the city tax rate is reduced,” 
Lastner declared. He disclosed 
that the present tax rate is based 
on an old assessment, the one 
which was used for the sale of 
Greenbelt, and that a new assess- 
ment will be used next year which 
is much higher and will automat- 
ically reduce the tax rate consid- 
erably. 

“Economies effected by thé man- 
ager and the council will also re- 
flect further in tax savings,” Last- 
ner asserted. “With new houses 
going up, the tax base will be 
spread over a larger group and an- 
other tax reduction will be possi- 
ble,” he added. There can be no 
landscaping on GVHC property 
by the municipality, Lastner told 


elec- the citizens, without -great cost. 


“There is a limit to what the city 
can do, and the defense homes are 
GVHC-owned. We must be com- 
pensated for spending money on 
private property.” 

Councilman Ben Goldfaden, an- 
other Cooperator reader, declared 
that reducing the taxes has its 
advantages and faults. “The coun- 
cil shouldn’t cut taxes just for the 
purpose of cutting, The residents 
ought to realize that a cut in 
taxes means a cut in services. 
Many citizens moved here and like 
Greenbelt because of the advan- 
tages our taxes bring; they may 
not want to deny themselves such 
advantages.” He added, however, 
that the city should press for bet- 
ter services from the county, par- 
ticularly those services we give 
ourselves but should be getting 
from the county. “After all, we 
pay taxes to the county, too,” he 
stated.

Telephone Company announced 
last week that “Wider Range Dial- 
ing’ and faster telephone service 
would be introduced in the metro- 
politan, Washington area late this 
year. 


Beginning in March 1954, all 
Granite numbers will be able to 
dial all Washington metropolitan 
area numbers. direct, except to 
Crescent, Vienna, Evergreen and 
Cedar numbers. After dialing, op- 
erator will interrupt to ask for the 
Granite number. 

Introduction of wider-range dial- 
ing involves installation of new 
automatic equipment whch tabu- 
lates all details of customer-dialed 
local calls and out-of-town calls 
to certain selected points, and 
records the information on punch- 
ed tapes, These tapes are then 
run through special accounting 
machines which: compile the in- 
formation necessary for prepara- 
tion of subscribers’ bills. .

Child Care Center is facing disso- 
lution. A severe drop in regis- 
tration coupled with increased 
costs of operation are responsible 
for the crisis confronting the 
group, according to sere als of 
the organization. 

Heavy moveouts from Greenbelt 


_@re cited as the primar: 


for the small number of present 
registrations. Expenses of the 
Center have risen sharply as a 
result of the change of ownership 
of the apartment building at 14 
Parkway in which the cooperative 
occupies 4 units. It is now neces- 
sary to pay monthly rentals to the 
private owner whereas formerly 
rent was free under the Public 
Housing Administration landlord- 
ship. 

The Child Care Center first op- 
ened its doors to children of work- 
ing mothers“in August 1943. Or- 
ganized under the Lanham Act the 
Center continued operations as a 
non-profit cooperative when public 
funds were discontinued. At this 
time registrations were offered to 
children of non-working mothers 
as well as to children of working 
mothers. 

An intensive campaign to stim- 
ulate enrollment is now underway. 
Unless the Child Care Center 
reaches the required number of 
registrations by October it can no 
longer operate, according to offi- 
cials of the group.

Truck Parking Ban 
Waits On Election 


A new traffic code for Green- 
belt, which would have prohibited 
the parking of commercial ve- 
hicles on city streets, failed of 
passage when the city council de- 
cided to reconsider the problem 
after hearing protests of several 
citizens at the city council meet- 
ing last Monday night. Also, a 
Cooperator article disclosing the 
inadequate parking space in the 
city was read by many council 
members which they felt threw 
new light on the problem. 


A letter from a “disinterested 
citizen’ and several citizens pres- 
ent at the meeting asserted that 
the livelihood of several. residents 
depended upon the vehicles, and 
forbidding truck parking on the 
streets would be a severe hardship. 
It was also emphasized that the 
municipality does not have enough 
parking space to provide for resi- 
dents owning passenger cars as 
well as commercial vehicles. 


The problem of parking areas 
is being considered now by the 
Greenbelt Veteran Housing Cor- 
poration, it was stated by Bernard 
Bordenet and Joseph Fitzmaurice, 
GVHC representatives, City man- 
ager Charles McDonaki declared 
that parking problems should be 
carefully considered in any land- 
use plans GVHC uses for future 
development. 

The city council decided to joa 
with GVHC representatives in the 
near future to consider the prob- 
lem, It was pointed out, however,

1.The corporation’s by-laws, con- 
tracts, and methods of operation 
were approved by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and the Public Housing 
Administration, as holder of the 
mortgage, exercises close scrutiny 
over its activities. 


2. Any proposed change in the 
by-laws or methods of operation 
must be submitted in writing to 
the government, and approved in 
writing by the government, before 
adoption by the corporation. 


3. Although the government had 
issued a directive to the board to 
the effect that a loyalty clause in 
the by-laws was not required, the 
board nevertheless adopted the 
following resolution on December 
1, 1952, on motion by Webster, sec- 
onded by Bukzin: 


“It is the policy of the Board of 
Directors of the GVHC that it 
shall not at any time accept as a 
tenant or coccupant of any part of 
the premises, or as a member, offi- 
cer, director, employee, or consult- 
ant of its organization, upon noti- 
fication by a law enforcement 
agency of the United States Gov- 
ernment of any person who is sub- 
versive or who advocates, or is a 
member of an organization which 
advocates—the- overthrow of the 
government of the United States 
by force or violence. And further, 
should it be ascertained that such 
a person has been accepted as a 
member, officer, director, em- 
Ployee, or consultant of our or- 
ganization, all legal or other prop- 
er remedies consistent with the in- 
tent of this policy shall be institut- 
ed.” 


Webster emphasized that the 
board has received no notification 
from any law enforcement agency 
that any of its “members, officers, 
directors, emnloyees or consult- 
ants” are considered subversive or 
disloyal or even suspected of being 
Subversive or disloyal. The gov- 
ernment, he went on, hokig a five 
million dollar mortgage here. With 
that kind of an investment, it wil) 
surely keep a watchful eye on the 
corporation arid see to it that 
GVHC operates for the benefit of 
its members, as intended by the 
enabling legislation. 


GVHC qualified as a preferred 
negotiator to purchase Greenbelt, 
said Webster, under the provisions 
of Public Law 65, 8ist Congress. 
This law was quite clear in out-

City Gets Low Rate 
For WSSO’s Water

Greenbelt’s city council accept- 
ed a water rate of 27 cents per 
thousand gallons from the Wash- 
ington Suburban Sanitary Com- 
mission last Monday night at a 
regular city council meeting. The 
rate is the same charged the fed- 
eral government for water and is 
the standard rate the commission 
charges to users, Mayor Frank 
Lastner disclosed. The city does 
not get sewage service from the 
commission. 


Thirty-Dollar Saving 


Lastner stated that the city has 
saved the citizens about $30 a unit- 
dwelling by operating its own mu- 
nicipal water and sewage service. 
If the residents paid WSSC for 
these services, the charge would 
be approximately 61 cents a thou- 
sand gallons for water and sew- 
age; total cost to residents under 
municipal operation is 34 cents, 
Lastner declared, 


Figures presented by lLastner 
disclose that WSSC would charge 
27 cents for water, 14 cents for 
sewage, 2% cents for ad valorem, 
172 cents front footage assess- 
ment, or a total of 69.7 cents per 
thousand gallons of water. 


-——~ Greenbelt “costs are _27—cents 
for water, .047 cents for sewage, 
and .023 cents ‘for administrative 
expenses, or a total of 34 cents. 


GVHC Water Bill 


Home owners in Greenbelt are 
now paying for water in their 
monthly payments to Greenbelt 
Veteran Housing Corporation. The 
sewage and administrative costs 
are borne by the city in its regular 
budget from taxes. City manager 
Charles McDonald declared, how- 
ever, that the water and sewage 
costs would be lumped together in 
next years’ bill, which would re- 
duce the taxes by that amount, but 
raise the water bill according. 


The mayor reminded the council 
that prompt .and alert action on 
the part of council members pre- 
vented WSSC from taking over the 
water system by. state legislation 
at the last session of the legisla- 
ture. When it was disclosed that 
Greenbelt would be included in the 
Sanitary Commission’s _ district 
through a bill presented to legis- 
lature, the council “kept the wires 
hot” to prevent its passage. The 
bill was passed omitting Green- 
belt from the PROTONS juris- 
diction, 

Free Fixing ~ 

McDonald added a sidelight to 
the water service discussion. Early 
this year, the WSSC spent about 
$15,000 renovating the water 
tower; it was rust- proofed, expen- 
sive meters installed, cleaned and 
painted. WSSC was under the im- 
pression the tower was its prop- 
erty or would be dedicated to the 
commission. The tower is Green- 
belt property, and the improve- 
ments were gratis and gratifying!

“PUT SALT IN YOUR FOOD”, 
we advise. “It'll bring out the 
flavor.” “O.K.” says our boy, as 
he sprinkles what’s in front of 
him. “I won’t use too much, tho, 
because I don’t want to take ALL 
the flavor out.” English idioms 
and expressions always taken for 
granted and accepted for their 
traditional connotations thus have 
a different, literal meaning ‘for our 
children who are just getting ac- 
quainted with the language. If 
grownups use them in conversa- 
tion with children, they end up 
explaining themselves, as we must 


always do. Phrases like “keep 
your eyes peeled,” “quit patting 
yourself on the back”, “hold on 


to your hats,” “straighten up and 
fly right,” “keep your eye on the 
ball,” “keep your shirt on”, “don’t 
be a dog in the manger”, “don’t 
make a mountain out of a mole- 
hill” are very funny on first con- 
tact. It’s similarly amusing, 
often, to translate idioms from 


one language to another, word for 
word. 


OUR CHILDREN’S ADDICTION 
TO TV challenges our ingenuity 
and ability to stimulate or find 
other stimulation ‘for them, as 
radio and comic books have chal- 
lenged us before the advent of 
this latest modern miracle. If chil- 
dren are won over by television, 
parents too often lose by default. 
The gist of all debates on the ef- 
fects of television is that it is 
not all good, nor entirely bad, but 
at present more harmful than 
otherwise in its time wasting, its 
encouragement of unreflective 
passivity, the poor calibre of the 
programs, and so on, I made the 
mistake of criticizing to my boy 
the cowboy show he favored by 
saying it was a lot of nonsense, 
stupid, in fact. He got back at me 


by calling the “good music” tuned 
in on the radio “awful.” He hated 
it, he claimed, when “everyone 


plays together.” A more subtle 
approach is clearly in order, and 
I’d better operate on the theory 
that a boy or giri- whose days are 
filled with happy work and play, 
and whose parents share some of 
this with him, will not cling un- 
duly to TV or any other escapist 
activity.
